Conditions for Licensing Private Sector Imports under the Sixth Danish Loan, 1977. 

1(1) —The Sixth Danish Loan extended in 1977 bv the Government of Den¬ 
mark c,ii' l)e ustd, for tlnancmg import from Denmark of such D.inish Capital 
goods, components and spare parts as are listed m Annex I The loan can 
als > bo used to pa.v for Danish services required for the Implementation of the 
development projects in India including in particular, pie-investment studies 
prcparatlcci of projects, provisions of consultants duung the implementation of 
projects, assembly or construction of plants or buildings and technical and ad- 
mimslrntive a.ssislaricc during the initial period oi undertakings established by 
means of the loan 

1(2 1 —Only goods of Danish origin are ellgilole for being financed under this 
Credit 
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SECTION II—ISSUE OF IMPORT LICENCES 

11(1) —The import licence will be issued on CIF basis with an initial validity 
period of 12 months For extension of the validity of the licence, the Licensee 
should approach the licensing authority concerned within the validity period of 
the licence, who shall consult the Department of Economic Affairs, (W E 111 
Section) in the matter. 

11(2).—Firm order on CIF/C&F basis must be placed on the suppliers m 
Denmark and sent to the Department of Economic Affairs (W.E III Section) 
within 4 months from the date of issue of the import licenci'- If firm ordeis 
cannot be finalised within the time limit of 4 months the Licensee should sub¬ 
mit to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi or other licensing 
authorities, as the case may be, a proposal seeking an extension in the ordering 
period, furnishing jListiflcation and explanation as to why ordering could not be 
completed within t ie initial validity period Such requests for extension in tjig 
ordering period, wil* be considered on the mcril of each case by ihe llceiumi'^ 
authorities, who may grant extension tipto a further period of 4 months If, 
ho'wever, extension is sought beyond 8 months from the data of issue of nnporl 
licence, such proposal .should invariably be referred by the licensing authorities 
to the Department of Economic Affairs, (W E III Section), Ministry of Finance 

11(3).—The licence will bear the superscription. Sixth Danish Loan 1977 and 
Indicate the Pullic Notice number under which these licensing conditions arc 
issued. The licence code for the first and second suffix will be “S”/“DN”. This 
licence code will be mentioned in all the snipping documenla as well as in the 
''S” form required to be furnished to the Reserve Bank of India at the time ol 
rupee deposit. 

11(4) —As soon as the importer receives the import licence, he should send 
a photostat copy of the Import licence to the Ministry of Finance, Departmeni 
of Economic Affairs, (W E III Section) along with the following information,— 

(i) No and Date of Import Licence 

(ii) Value. 

(ill) Exchange rate, if any, indicated on import licence. 

(Iv) Date by which copies of contract are expected to be furnished to 
Department of Economic Affairs. 

n(5). —The licence will not be valid for remittance from India Payments tc 
the Danish Suppliers can be made only in accordance with the procedure set forth 
In the Section V. 


Section III—FINALISATION OF CONTRACT 

III (1),—The minimum value of contract eligible for being financed under the 
credit IS Danish Kroner 50,000 In respect of Capital Equipment and Componont: 
and Danish Kroner 25,000 in respect of spares. 

III(2),—Only one contract should normally be entered into against an impnrl 
licence In exceptional cases more than one contract will be permitted to b< 
entered Into, foi which prior approval of the Department of Economic Affairs 
Ministry of Finance (W E HI Section) should be obtained soon after thq date ol 
issue of the Import licence. 

III(3) —The term “Firm Orders’ referred to in Section 11(2) means purchase 
order placed bv the Indian licensee on the Danish supplier duly supported bv 
order confirmation by the latter or purchase contract duly signed by both the 
Indian importer and the Danish supplier. Orders on Indian Agents of Danish 
suppliers and/or order confirmation of such Indian Agents are not acceptable 

111(4).—The CIF/C&F value of the contract should be expressed in Danish 
Kroners, 

HI (5) —The contract must provide for payment on cash basis le on presenta¬ 
tion of shipping domments. No credit facility of any kind will be perrnltterl to 
be availed of by the Indian importer from the Danish suppliers, 

jjI(O)—xhe cnntiact of supply between the Indian Importer and the Danish 
Supplier should provide for the imnort being financed nut of the Sixth Danish 
Loan m accordance with the procedures set forth in these Licensing Conditions, 
and should also be made subiect to the approval by the Government of India. 
Importers should take special care to inform the Suppliers about this condition 
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and also incorporate a clause to thu effect m the Supply Contract Moreover 
approved orders should not be cancelled without prior concurrence of the Minis¬ 
try of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, (W.E, III Section). 

Ill(7),—The amount of Indian Agent’s Commission payable, if any, and in¬ 
cluded in the value of the contract should be speciflcatly indicated Any pay¬ 
ment on this account, should be made In Indian rupees to the Agent in India. 
No rejnittance of foreign exchange will be permitted for this purpose. Such pay¬ 
ments, however, ydll form part of the licence value and will, therefore be charged 
to the licence 

III(8) —The purchase order and the .supplier’s order confirmation should be 
in English only, 

inf9) —Eor any customary performance guarantee, where required, the sub- 
pliers should be asked to furnish a bank guarantee/warranty. 

Section IV—APPiROVAL OF CONTRACT 

IV (1)—Immediately after the contract is concluded, the importer should 
furnish 4 photostat or certified copies of the contract/supply orders accompanied 
by a photostat copy of the Import Licence and Bank Guarantee from an approved 
scheduled bank m the lorm attached (Annexure IV) to the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Atlaira (W E, III Section). In addition, the importer 
is also required to furnish the information as per details in Annex II 

IV (2),—If the contract documents, the request for issue of letter of authorisa¬ 
tion, Import lioence and the Bank Guarantee are found to be in order, the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, (WE. Ill Section) wiu 
forward copies of the contract to the Danish authorities through the Embassy 
of India, Copenhagen lor approval 

SSCTION V—payment to THE SUPPLIERS 

-V(i)—A Letter of Authority to the Denmarks National Bank (In the form 
at Annex III) authorising payment to the suppliers against shipping documanta 
will be issued only after the Danish approval to the contract is received. 

V(2) —The validity of the Letter of Authority wiU be determined keeping 
in view t)ie delivery schedule indicated in the contract In no case will be Letter 
iOf Autnolrty be made valid beyond the validity of the import licence 

V(3) —Since the payments to the suppliers under the credit are generally 
made by the Denmarks National Bank against the production of shipping docu¬ 
ments, the grace period facility will not normally be applicable to import? 
flnanped undpr this credit. 

V(4) —In case the shipment/payments to the suppliers are not completed 
within the validity period of the Letter of Authority, the Importer should ap¬ 
proach the Ministry of Fiuance, Department of Economic Affairs (W.E HI S^- 
tion) for suitable extension of the Letter of Authority well before the expiry 
period of the Letter of Authority, Such a request should be accompanied by a 
photostat copy of the revalidated Import Licence if the period of extension 
sought for 18 beyond the original validity of the Import Licence 

V(6).—If the request for extension in the period gf validity of the Letter of 
Authority is not received within a period of six months from the vaUditv date 
of the Letter of Authority the un-utilised balance in the Letter of Authority 
will be deemed to have been surrendered and the Letter of Authority will stand 
lapsed automatically. 

V(6) —The original negotiable shipping documents will be invariably for 
warded bv the Denmarks National Bank to the concerned importer's bank in 
India, which would Iw a branch of any of the nationalised Bank, who should

(u) interest calculated at the rate of 9 per cent per annum for the first 30 
days and at 16 per cent per annum for the period in excess of 30 
days in terms of Public Notice No 4G-irC(PN)/7G dated 16-G-197b 
on the amount required to be deposited vide item (i) above, recken- 
ed from the date of actual payment to the supplier by the Denmarks 
National Bank, to the date of actual deposit of the rupee eqiuvalent 
by the importer in the State Bank of India, Tis Kazan, Delhi or 
Reserve Bank of I;idia, New Delhi, 

V(7)—It shall bo the responsibility of the Indian Bank concerned, to ensure 
that the amounts due are received from the importer and correctly deposited, 
into Government Account before the Import documents are handed over to the 
importers, and at any date not later than 10 days after receipt of negotiable 
documents The licensee should also ensuie that the amounts due are correctly 
deposited into Government account before taking delivery of the documents 
from their bankers Failure to adhere to this will be treated as a violation of the 
Licensing Conditions, I T.C Act and Foreign Exchange Control Regulations, 

V(8)—It will be obligatory for the importers to make the requisite rupee 
deposit only through Authorised Dealers in foreign exchange and also get the 
Exchange Control copy of the Licence endorsed bv them as required in Public 
Notice No, 184-ITC(PN) /68 dated the 30th Au^st. 1968 The requisite ‘S’ 
form will be sent by the concerned bank to the Reserve Bank of India, Bombay, 

V(9)—The moneys specified in Section V(6) should be deposited in cash 
either with the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi or the State Bank of India, 
Tis Kazan, Delhi or the amount mav be remitted through a Demand Draft drawn 
and in favour of Agent, State Bank of India, Tis Kazan Branch, Delhi, Or the 
Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi to the credit of the Central Government 
Account under the bead of Account “K—Deposits and advances—Deposit not 
bearing Interst—848—Civil deposits—^Deposits for purchases etc abroad—Purchases 
etc under Sixth Danish Loan for 1977".
